Important information about battery usage. 

• When the camera is not used, turn off the camera power. 

• Please remove the battery if the camera will not be used for long periods. 
The battery can lose power over time and are prone to leaking if kept inside the camera. 

• Low temperatures (below 0°C) can affect the performance of the battery and you may 
experience reduced battery life. 

• The battery will usually recover at normal temperatures. 

• During extended use of the camera, the camera body may become warm. 
This is perfectly normal. 

• If the battery has low capacity, the camera power will not be turned on. 
In this case, change the battery with a new one.

How to charge the rechargeable battery 

1 . Plug the AC cord's power plug into the wall outlet and insert the AC cord into the charger.

INFORMATION ^^^^^^^^^ 

• The proper operating temperature of the charger is 0°C ~ 40°C. When you charge the 
battery under/over the proper operating temperature, the charger may not operate 
(Yellow LED is on). Charging will restart at the operating temperature and this is not 
camera malfunction. 

• Samsung warrants the charger for a period of one year and the Lithium Ion battery for a 
period of six months from the original date of purchase of the product. 

• Wear and tear on the lithium battery is not covered by the Samsung warranty. 

If the battery duration shortens considerably, you should purchase a new battery.

If you have access to a mains supply, using an AC

in how to use the memory care 



• Be sure to format the memory card (see p.1 1 6) if you are using a newly purchased memory 
for the first time, if it contains data that the camera cannot recognise, or if it contains images 
captured with a different camera. 

• Turn off the camera power whenever the memory card is being inserted or removed. 

• Repeated use of the memory card will eventually reduce the memory card's performance. 
Should this be the case, you will need to purchase a new memory card. Wear and tear on the 
memory card is not covered by the Samsung warranty. 

• The memory card is an electronic precision device. 

Do not bend, drop or subject the memory card to any heavy impact. 

• Do not store the memory card in an environment with strong electronic or magnetic fields, 
e.g. near loud speakers or TV receivers. 

• Please do not use or store in an environment where there are extremes in temperature. 

• Please keep the memory card in its case when not in use. 

• During and after periods of extended use, you may notice that the memory card is warm. 
This is perfectly normal. 

• Do not use a memory card that is used in another digital camera. 

To use the memory card in this camera, first format the memory card by using the camera. 

• Do not use a memory card formatted by another digital camera or memory card reader. 

• If the memory card is subjected to any of the following, the recorded data may become 
corrupted: 

- When the memory card is used incorrectly. 

- If the power is switched off or the memory card is removed while recording, deleting/ formatting 
or reading. 

• Samsung cannot be held responsible for lost data. 

• It is advisable to copy important data onto other media as back-up e.g. floppy disks, hard 
disks, CD etc. 

• If there is insufficient memory available 

: A [Card Full!] message will appear and the camera will not operate. To optimise the amount 
of memory in the camera, replace the memory card or delete unnecessary images stored 
on the memory. 

• If you use a low writing speed memory card, the movie clip may be stopped while recording. 
We recommend a high writing speed memory card (over 40X writing speed).

• When the memory card slot cover opens, the camera can't be turned on by pressing the 
power button. 

• Don't remove the memory card when the Card in use lamp is blinking as this may cause 
damage to data in the memory card. 

• If the memory card slot cover is opened while data is being saved, a warning alarm sounds 
and the camera power is turned off after saving the data.

Inserting the memory card 



1 . Ensure the camera is off and pull the memory card slot 
cover in the direction of the arrow to open. 



2. Insert the memory card as shown on the 
memory slot cover. 



3. To close, push the memory card slot cover until you 
hear a click. 

If the memory card does not slide in smoothly, do not 
attempt to insert it by force. Check the direction of 
insertion, and then insert it correctly. Do not insert the 
memory card the wrong way round. Doing so may 
damage the memory card slot. 



Removing the memory card 



1 . Turn off the camera power by using the power 
button. Open the memory card slot cover. 
Press the memory card eject lever and the lever will 
pop up. Press the lever again and then the memory 
card will be released.

Attaching the lens hood 




When you shoot in direct or bright lighting conditions, the image quality may be deteriorated 
caused by unnecessary light. In this case, use the lens hood.

Please select this mode for quick and easy picture taking with minimal user interaction. 

1 . Insert the battery and memory card. (p. 16, 22) 

2. Press the power button to turn on the camera. 
(Date & Time will display for about 3 Sec. and 
disappear.) 

3. Select the AUTO mode by rotating the mode dial. 

4. Point the camera towards the subject and compose the 



image by using the LCD. 
5. Press the shutter button to capture an image.

How to use the PROGRAM mode ( Q ) 

Selecting the program mode will configure the camera with 
optimal settings. You can still manually configure all 
functions except the aperture value and shutter speed. 
Step 1~2 are the same as those for AUTO mode. 

3. Select the PROGRAM mode by rotating the mode dial. 

4. Press the menu button to configure advanced functions 
(p.67). 

5. Point the camera towards the subject and compose 
the image by using the LCD. 

6. Press the shutter button to capture an image.

How to use the APERTURE PRIORITY mode ( Q ) 

This mode will set the aperture value for automatic 
exposure depends on the brightness of the object by 
automatic shutter speed setting in the camera. 
Steps 1~2 are the same as those for AUTO mode. 

3. Select the APERTURE PRIORITY mode by rotating 
the mode dial. 

4. Select the desired aperture value by rotating the Rear 
jog dial (JOG2). 

5. Point the camera towards the subject and compose 
the image by using the LCD. 

6. Press the shutter button to capture an image. 

* Smaller Aperture values make the object sharp but blur 
the background. Larger Aperture values make both 
the object and background sharp.

This mode will set the shutter speed for automatic exposure 
depends on the brightness of the object by automatic 
aperture value setting in the camera.

3. Select the SHUTTER PRIORITY mode by rotating 
the mode dial. 

4. Select the desired shutter speed by rotating the Front 
jog dial (JOG1).

It is advisable not to take pictures into direct sunlight as this can make the foreground very 
dark. However, should your desired shot require this please use the [Backlight] from the 
scene shooting mode (see page 65), fill-in flash (see page 59), spot metering (see page 43), 
or exposure compensation (see page 50). 

■ Avoid obstructing the lens or the flash when you capture an image. 

■ Using the Rear LCD extensively will drain the battery. 

We recommend turning off the Rear LCD and using the Finder LCD and Top LCD as often as 
possible in order to extend battery life. 

■ Under certain conditions the auto focus system may not perform as expected, for example; 

- When photographing a subject that has little contrast. 

- If the subject is highly reflective or shiny. 

- If the subject is moving at high speed. 

- When there is strong reflected light, or when the background is very bright. 

- When the subject matter has only horizontal lines or the subject is very narrow (such as a 
stick or flagpole). 

- When the surroundings are very dark. 

■ If the camera is not turned off by the Power button, the changed menu settings may not be 
saved. 

■ If there is no operation during the specified time, the LCD will be turned off automatically to 
save battery life. Refer to the [LCD Off] menu (p.1 14) for more information.

Take care to avoid damage and keep the camera in its protective carry case at all 
times when not in use. 

Do not attempt to disassemble or modify the camera. 

Under certain conditions, static electricity can cause the flash unit to fire. This is not harmful 
to the camera and is not a malfunction. 

When images are uploaded or downloaded, the data transfer may be affected by static electricity. 
In this case, disconnect and re-connect the USB cable before trying the transfer again.

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If a PC (Windows 98) stops responding while the camera and PC are connected repeatedly 
-» If a PC (Windows 98) is turned on for a long time and the camera is connected repeatedly 
the PC may not recognise the camera. In this case, re-start the PC. 

If a PC connected with the camera stops responding while Windows is starting. 

— > In this case, disconnect the PC and the camera and Windows will start. 

If the problem happens continuously, set the Legacy USB Support to disable and re-start 
the PC. The Legacy USB Support is in the BIOS setup menu (The BIOS setup menu 
differs from the PC manufacturers and some BIOS menus don't have Legacy USB 
Support). If you can't change the menu by yourself, contact to the PC manufacturer or 
BIOS manufacturer. 

If the movie clip can't be deleted, removable disk can't be extracted or an error message 
displays during the file transfer.
